The best news that Hit­

which are crucial. Without 
coal, 
war 
industries fail. 
There are supplies enough 
for immediate use, hut the 
back-logs will not last long. 
The coal men have some 
grievances that call for cor­ 
rection, but this is not the 
way to correct them. In the 
midst of a great and dan­ 
gerous war, Americans can­ 
not afford 
class 
struggles 
and cannot yield to ruth­ 
less and selfish leadership 
by private individuals and 
groups. The national 
wel­ 
fare and safety come first, 
ahead of all private strug­ 
gles for gain and power. 
These 
shameful 
strikes 
are not against capital, but 
against the country, in a 
very dangerous time. 
They 
create disunity and threat­ 
en disastrous i n f l a t i o n . 
Neither coal miners nor oth­ 
er industrial 
groups 
have 
legitimate claims that can­ 
not be satisfied in normal 
ways, without stoppage of 
production. 
The ambitions 
of reckless leaders have no 
proper place in this picture. 
No leader, no group, no 
class of citizens, has any 
right 
to 
“walk

Uncle Sam. Such reckless­ 
ness could lose the war, and 
at the very least will pro­ 
long it and add to the huge 
cost in life and treasure.

The best news from Rus­

It was a clear 
declaration of confidence in 
the war’s outcome and ap­ 
preciation of Allied help.

Europe in blood and stud­ 
ded it with gallow s?” Only 
the 
utter rout of Hitler’s 
forces, he insists, can bring 
peace to Europe. 
There is no more begging 
for 
the 
delayed 
“second 
front.” That front, 
he ob­ 
serves, is being established, 
and the 
combined 
Allied 
operations 
have 
already 
changed the course of this 
world war and created the 
“military 
prerequisite 
for 
victory.” 
This acknowledgement is 
a 
realistic 
and 
powerful 
stimulus to the B r i t i s h 
who have fought so long, 
and to America and other 
members of the Allied Na- 
tins. It is assurance that at 
last the Allies know where 
they’re going and are on 
their way. And that is more 
than half the struggle.
